He has been active in the Fall Foliage Festival since 
its beginning, serving on the board of directors many times. 


As a businessman and one of the largest employers in the area, Earl 
was an early partner in Warner Fuel Company and Ela Box Company. 
He moved his sawmill to its present location by I-89, Exit 9, in 1952. 
He founded Kearsarge Reel Corporation in 1954 and Kearsarge Pallet Com- 
pany in 1981. In that same year, he received the Northern Loggers’ an- 
nual award for outstanding service to forest landowners, helping to en- 
sure continued forest resources for the region. The family businesses directly 
employ 105 persons. 


As a team, Earl and his wife Avis, who is in her sixth term as Warner's 
representative to the General Court, have always been ready to support 
community causes. Their energy and commitment have won respect, af- 
fection, and admiration.

f. The Planning Board shall be empowered to determine whether uses in the 
Commercial District shall have adverse impact on the environment or com- 
munity services and facilities, to assess impact fees to offset such impact, to 
require reasonable phasing of development and to exercise such powers 
through Site Plan Review. (Submitted by petition and not recommended by 
the Planning Board)

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1988 was a very busy year for all of your town officials. While we haven't ac- 
complished all that we intended to, we have made some significant progress in 
many areas. 


Last year at Town Meeting the voters approved modifications to the Town Hall 
for handicap access. This project is moving smoothly and by town meeting this 
year we should be ready to sign a contract for the actual construction. Further 
discussion of this project will be held this year at Town Meeting as you can see 
from the warrant. 


It also looks like we are well underway towards establishing a Solid Waste 
Transfer Site and Recycling Facility on the State owned land on Route 103. A 
20-year lease has been obtained from the State and the detailed survey, ground 
water study and site design completed. By Town Meeting we should be “out for 
bid” on the construction requirements with actual construction starting in late 
April. Like everything else, the cost associated with construction and operation 
have escalated more than we would like, as you can see from the budget. We 
have made arrangements with the Boards of Selectmen in Hopkinton and Webster 
to continue to utilize the landfill facilities until October 1989, if necessary. 


There is one issue that we would like to call to your attention. Many citizens 
in the town have asked the Selectmen to enforce current regulations concerning 
junk or unregistered vehicles in yards all over town. We have been advertising 
that we intend to enforce the regulations since November. We ask for your 
cooperation with effort to “clean up” the town. 


Finally, we would once again like to thank all of you who have worked so hard 
and donated so much time to town affairs. You have made this town a much 
better place to live.

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TOWN CLERK’S REPORT 


The Town Clerk’s Office was indeed a busy one this past year with the expected 
four (4) Elections and the unexpected two (2) Special Town Meetings. 


At the General Election, November 8, eighty percent of Warner’s townspeople 
turned out to vote. A wonderful achievement for a small town. 


Our office hours remain the same. Daytime hours — Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday from 9:00 AM to 1:30 PM. Evening hours — the second and last Tues- 
day of the month from 6:00 PM to 8:00 PM. 


The motor vehicle portion of new auto plates, auto renewals and transfers 
(vehicles weighing up to 8,000 lbs. only) can be processed in Contoocook at the 
Town Clerk’s office next to the Reed’s parking lot in the old Grange Hall building 
from 8:00 AM to 5:00 PM, Monday thru Friday. A service charge of $2.50 is charged 
per registration. Residents still have to come to the Town Clerk’s office in Warner 
first to have registrations processed. Renewals only for Farm, Trac., Trai., Agri., 
Moto., Anti., Comm., etc. can now be processed at the Town Clerk’s Office in 
Contoocook. Again, you must come to the Town Clerk’s Office in Warner first. 
You can save a trip to a Motor Vehicle Sub-station by mailing your application 
and fee to the central office (Concord) BEFORE the 10th of the month. 


As of April 30, 1989, all dogs three (3) months and older must be licensed. 
Unlicensed and/or roaming dogs will be picked up by the Animal Officer. Neglect 
shall subject the owner or keeper to a fine for each violation. Fees for dog licenses 
are neutered/spayed dog $3.50; male/female dog $6.00. Owners over 65 years of 
age — $2.00 for first dog only. (Must have proof of age.) Additional dog(s) regular 
fee. If first time licensing in Warner, a neutered/spayed certificate must be shown 
at time of license issue. Also needed is the Rabies Tag No. and the Rabies Innoc. 
Expiration date. All Rabies Innoc. expiring April 30, 1989, must be re-innoculated. 
Failure to license dogs by April 30, 1989, will make you liable to a penalty of $1.00 
per month before June 1, 1989, per RSA: 466:7. 


Our thanks to the Townspeople of Warner for approving our request for the 
presevation of one of our earliest Town Vital Record Book of Births, Marriages, 
and Deaths dated 1854-1892. 


The Town clerk’s Office welcomes all who wish to view this book and the book 
of 1770-1896 which was preserved through the generosity of the Warner Fall 
Foliage Board and Members in 1988.

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WARNER FIRE DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 
For the Year Ending December 1988 


1988 again was a very busy year for the Fire Department with a total of 188 
runs and alarms for the year. Many projects were completed this year. Every man 
and woman on the department now has a complete set of new or near new gear 
and a replacement schedule is in place to keep up with damaged or worn equip- 
ment for every member. 


The new truck has been ordered and the cab and chassis and the pump have 
been received. The truck is under construction and should be received sometime 
in April of 1989. The truck is being built by Middlesex Fire Equipment in Mont- 
pelier, Vt., and they welcome anyone to inspect and look at the truck during con- 
struction. Stop in anytime during working hours Monday through Friday. 


The EMT course was completed in the spring and added 7 new members as 
EMTs to the Fire Dept. This gives a total of 9 members as EMTs to maintain the 
excellent care given at rescue calls. The rescue company is currently made up 
of 5 non-firefighters and 4 firefighters as EMTs. 


With the rapid growth of the town I would like to explain the procedure taken 
when anyone calls in a fire or a medical problem. 


First, when you call the emergency number (456-2233) your call is answered 
in Concord by the Capital Area Fire Mutual Aid dispatch center. The dispatcher 
will ask you several questions such as your name, the address of the problem 
(including the town name), the nature of the problem, the phone number you 
are calling from (in case the dispatcher must call back for additional information), 
and a nearby landmark, such as a neighbor’s name, distance from a nearby road 
junction, color of house etc. To be sure the dispatcher has all the necessary infor- 
mation, wait until he/she ends the call. 


Next the dispatcher will alert the Fire Dept. through a radio paging system. 
All members of the department carry a receiver. At that point the members re- 
spond to the Fire Station or to the scene of the incident. 


It is very important to give precise and accurate information to the dispatcher 
as noted above. 


Fire prevention is a year-round activity, for your safety we recommend the 
following. 


Everyone be familiar with the correct way to call the Fire Dept. 

Maintain at least two clear exitways from each room in your home or business. 
Install and maintain smoke detectors on every floor. 

Practice fire exit drills on a regular basis. 


Clearly mark your name or at least your box number on your mailbox or 
signpost. 
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We would like to thank all town departments for the excellent support and help 
to the Fire Dept. Also thank you to all the businesses and individuals for the dona- 
tions which are used to fund the Rescue truck without the use of tax dollars. If 
anyone would like to visit the Fire Station to see the operation and equipment, 
you can do so by asking any officer or firefighter.

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State 
Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, 
your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may 
be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, Concord Forest Protection Headquarters 
at (603) 271-2217, or local Forest Ranger. 


On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business Practices Law (RSA 224:54) 
goes into effect. This law, in summary, states that a person is guilty of a misde- 
meanor if, in the course of buying or selling a forest product, uses a false weight 
or measure for falsely determining any quality or quantity of a forest product.

MISSION STATEMENT 


“The Pillsbury Free Library shall serve the public, and shall ensure to all people the 
freedom and opportunity to read, by providing free access to information, knowledge, and 
ideas from a wide variety of sources. For this purpose print and non-print materials will 
be assembled, preserved and administered in organized collections that reflect the informa- 
tional, intellectual, and recreational needs and interests of the community. The Pillsbury 
Free Library shall function as a base for community enrichment, in cooperation with other 
educational, cultural, and social service organizations.” (Adopted March 2, 1988) 


This past year has been filled with thinking and planning for the future of the 
library, as well as maintaining and adding to the present services to the com- 
munity. The NH Automated Information System is accessible through the library’s 
computer, providing information needed for interlibrary loan requests, as well 
as having a directory of state agencies, a New Hampshire newspaper index, and 
information on New Hampshire legislative bills in the current session. A new 
copier was purchased in July, and an informational pamphlet describing available 
services is now circulating. 


Thanks to the generosity of the Simonds High School Class of 1959, who donated 
funds in memory of Josephine Pye Bigelow, we have recently begun a collection 
of books-on-cassette. 481 books and cassettes were added to the collections, bring- 
ing the total numbers held to more than 13,400 books, and about 800 recordings. 
The library also has 138 children’s film strips, and 64 rolls of microfilmed historical 
materials available for use in the building. Due to the extremely crowded condi- 
tions in the basement bookstack area, a total of 1,250 books were withdrawn and 
sold. Since April, 701 library cards have been issued to patrons. This system was 
adopted to help maintain privacy as well as provide a more accurate record of 
how many individuals actually use the library. 202 new borrowers registered, 
bringing the total number of library users to 1,205. 


Between the Librarian, Nancy Ladd, and the two Assistant Librarians, Pauline 
Dias and Megan Hunt-Szymkowicz, the library has presented many special pro- 
grams for the children of Warner. Children from the two kindergartens, Head 
Start, and the Kearsarge Children’s Center enjoy weekly story hours, and an ex- 
tremely diverse and enriching children’s summer program was organized with 
weekly events held by various talented individuals in the community. Two Hallo- 
ween programs were conducted for the young and the not-so-young children. 
There was enormous town support for these events, and we thank all those who 
gave their time to the library. 
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The involvement of town volunteers continues to be invaluable. Some have 
given their time to help with the decorating or daily running of the library, while 
others helped through their involvement with the Friends of the Library. This 
active group organized two poetry reading nights, a book discussion group and 
ran the annual Book Sale during the Warner Fall Foliage Festival. Still others 
donated much time toward making a colorful library float for the Festival Parade 
announcing our plans for an addition. 


It has been said that a town library expands every 100 years, and as the Pillsbury 
Library’s centennial rolls around in 1991 we too have realized an addition can 
not wait much longer. Crowded shelving, no room for quiet studying or meetings, 
limited work space for the staff, and a rapidly growing child and young adult 
population in the town all pointed out a need to determine and clarify what an 
addition could mean for the library and the town. The Board of Trustees, along 
with interested volunteers in town, have formed a Building Committee and hired 
a professional Building Consultant to help formalize our needs and plans. To in- 
itiate the idea of an addition in town, and to get as many ideas as possible from 
the community, we have started small fund-raising and public relations activities. 
The Friends donated all the proceeds from their Book Sale to the library Building 
Fund, and an Apple Computer was raffled before Christmas. We now feature 
a special bulletin board in the library with news of upcoming town events, 
meetings, and issues of special concern to the community. 


As the library expands, we hope so will the availability of information, materials, 
and services. The Board would like to thank all for their continued support and 
patronage of the library, and welcome you to any of our meetings.

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CENTRAL NEW HAMPSHIRE 
REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission (CNHRPC) is an 
association of municipalities in Central New Hampshire. Thirteen towns, the City 
of Concord, and Merrimack County are members in fiscal year 1989. 


Three planners and one support person are currently employed by the 
CNHRPC. The staff prepares regional plans and provides professional planning 
assistance to member communities. 


In 1988 the Commission adopted the regional Housing and Community 
Development Plan, the regional Septage Management Plan, the Initial Transpor- 
tation Report, the Regional Profile, the Transportation Facilities and Informa- 
tion Report, and the Guide to Municipal Plans and Regulations. The Guide con- 
tains models and outlines for master plans, capital improvements plans, zoning 
ordinances, subdivision regulations, and site plan regulations. We had contracts 
to help six towns with master plans or land use regulations and helped com- 
munities write grant applications. 


Local water resource management and protection plans were a new activity in 
1988. We completed and received Office of State Planning consistency approval 
on two plans, prepared a complete draft of a third, and started work on two more. 


During 1988 CNHRPC activities in Warner included: 


Assisting the Planning Board and Master Plan Committee in the preparation 
of Phase I of the master plan update. 


Assisting the town in the preparation of a successful Community Development 
Block Grant and in the implementation of the grant. 


Preparing the Warner Housing and Community Development Plan. 


Assisting the Planning Board in the review of major subdivisions. 
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TRUSTEES OF CEMETERIES REPORT 


The Trustees of the Town Cemeteries are responsible for the maintenance and 
repair of all the cemeteries in the town except Pine Grove. There are thirty 
cemeteries and individual plots under our care. 


More lots were laid out at the New Waterloo cemetery and all existing lot markers 
were edged to insure future lot identification. Twelve evergreens were planted 
along the roadside fence. The Trustees would like to thank George Pellettieri for 
his generous donation of the trees. A sign identifying the New Waterloo cemetery 
was made and hung. 


Most small cemeteries have been visited and a list compiled of possible repairs 
to be made either to stones or to gates and the removal of brush. These tasks 
will require many hours to complete. 


“Why should a community be concerned with local family graveyards? The 
original relatives may now be widely scattered. The sites may be overgrown with 
brush and markers may be leaning or broken. These are historic sites, thousands 
of them in the towns of New Hampshire. The marker inscriptions with names 
and dates may be the only primary documentation for some of the local people. 
As such, a gravestone is regarded as a legal document. Restoration of local 
graveyards is one form of historic preservation. Any work by the community is 
a form of adopting care on behalf of the family.”" 


If anyone is interested in volunteering to work on some of these projects, please 
contact any one of the Trustees. 


Negotiations have been progressing with the Sanborn family regarding the sale 
of lots in the Davisville Cemetery. These will be completed in 1989. 


Jan Doughty has been responsible for the care and maintenance of the cemeteries 
and has done an excellent job. We have asked for an increase in her salary. 


We are requesting $2,000 for the American Legion’s upkeep of cemeteries. Also 
$2,000 for non-perpetual care lots. A portion of this money will be used for stone 
repair at the Old Warner Village Cemetery. 


We would like to thank Jan Doughty for her cooperation and a job well done, 
George Guimond for mowing the New Waterloo Cemetery, George Pellettieri 
for evergreens and the American Legion for all their help.

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REPORT OF THE BUDGET COMMITTEE 


This is the first year we have included a statement in the annual Town Report 
and hope that this will continue in the years to come. As most of you know it 
is our responsibility to review the various budget requests made by the town and 
precinct officials as well as the funding requests that community organizations 
make to the town. It is our responsibility to recommend to you a budget that 
we feel will meet the needs of the town for the coming year and at the same time 
help us (the town) prepare for necessary equipment purchases and capital im- 
provements in the future. 


In previous years we had to be concerned with the purchase of Highway Dept. 
trucks and equipment, police cruiser, sprinkler system for the Old Graded School, 
etc. Through the development of a Capital Reserve Fund, an equipment replace- 
ment plan and various grants and aid from state and federal government, we 
have been able to meet the growing needs of the town. 


This year we find ourselves trying to find ways to pay for the development 
and operation of a Solid Waste Transfer Station, improving the conditions of our 
expanding road system, providing for the safety and security of our families, ex- 
panding town office space (at the same time making the Town Hall accessible 
to the handicapped), insuring that our town employees are paid equitably for 
their hard work, etc., etc., etc. All of these issues and more confront us at a time 
when federal and state leaders are telling us that we must rely on our own 
resources and not theirs. 


In the past we have been fortunate enough to rely on part-time and volunteer 
help to run town government. As we approach an annual budget of two million 
dollars, it may be time for us to reassess the structure of town government and 
the manner in which services are delivered to us. We feel that we are rapidly 
approaching a turning point in the history and future of our town and hope that 
each one of you are willing to participate in the process of determining how our 
children will view our actions during this period of change. 


We have worked very hard this year on the budget. We also know that some 
of you may not be pleased with certain aspects of the budget. However, it is our 
honest attempt to insure that the paid and volunteer workers of our town have 
the resources necessary to continue to provide the services that you request and 
that are so vital to the quality of life in Warner.

Budget Committee 
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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The Highway Department had a early start this spring, being able to start earth 
work and clearing the last day of February on the Parade Ground Cemetery Road. 


This road is about 80% completed with mainly cosmetic work left to do. The 
Parade road now offers a good alternate route to use for heavy loads and traffic 
too large to go through the Joppa covered bridge, hoping to save the old bridge 
for years to come. 


We finished a “shim” and major repair job to Pumpkin Hill Road for approx- 
imately 2.3 miles. The first layer of tar was put on Red Chimney Road, removed 
rocks and ditched the upper half of Waldron Hill, ditched and improved .5 miles 
of Couchtown Road by installing culverts to prevent the continuous washouts 
that have plagued this road. We plan to do more work on these roads in 1989. 


We replaced 400 feet of drainage and sidewalks on Kearsarge St. and Church 
St. and put in 200 feet of new sewer line on Church St. for the Precinct. A special 
note of thanks to George Pelletteri, the Warner Woman’s Club and all the people 
that came to work on the sidewalk or bought bricks to make the center of town 
a little nicer. 


The Cat 206 excavator has been a great addition to the department allowing 
us to work most of the year. At the end of December the 206 had about 1,600 
hours on it. 


We have not been able to proceed on the Newmarket Road as fast as we had 
planned or wanted to. Having been unable to buy gravel in the immediate area 
has been a problem. If gravel is not available on the job it will drive the cost of 
reconstruction up and take more time to do the work as we will have to haul 
gravel several miles to do the work. As the winter snow has held off we are start- 
ing the clearing that must be done to get ready to proceed with the work in 1989. 


With the flow of traffic and heavy trucking increasing on all of the roads, our 
highway system is taking a beating. More money will have to be spent resurfac- 
ing exisiting town roads and some of the main dirt roads will have to be sur- 
faced. The Poverty Plains Road is the heaviest traveled dirt road and hardest to 
keep smooth in the summer. I will ask for funds to surface approximately 1,200 
feet (starting at the intersection of Poverty Plains and Schoodac Roads). 


We will be taking on at least three new subdivision roads this coming year and 
probably more to come. This will eventually drive the Highway Department 
budget up, because no matter how well they are built eventually they need resur- 
facing and maintenance and will add to plowing and sanding time. 


Our thanks to everyone for their help and cooperation over the years and look 
forward to serving the town this coming year.

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WARNER CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Warner Conservation Commission was establishd by a vote of the Town 
in March 1988. The Commission’s charge is to make recommendations for “the 
proper utilization and protection of the natural resources and for the protection 
of the watershed resources of the town.” 


The first months of the Warner Conservation Commission have been mainly 
devoted to establishing priorities in the commission's work program and soliciting 
input from the public. 


The Commission has reviewed two dredge and fill applications before the New 
Hampshire Wetlands Board as part of its statutory charge under state law. 


We have begun the process of identifying critical natural resource areas that 
could be protected through the New Hampshire Land Conservation Investment 
Program. To that end, a public forum was held which focused the Commission 
on the need to try to protect recreational trails as well as important land parcels 
along the Warner River and certain ponds. Different types of protective measures, 
such as conservation easements and outright land purchase were discussed. 


The Commission also contributed a section on forest management to the Warner 
Master Plan Committee and is working on recommendations for the protection 
of the Mount Kearsarge recreational area. 


The Conservation Commission will continue these projects in 1989 as well as 
its natural resource inventory work. We welcome suggestions for our work pro- 
gram and invite those who are interested to attend our monthly meetings at the 
Town Hall.

A. A hook-up fee of $500.00 (Five Hundred Dollars) will be charged all new 
customers tying into the District Water System. 


B. The District shall install the portion of the service line from the main to the 
point at the edge of the road where the shut-off is installed. In any case where 
ledge is encountered, the customer will also be charged for the additional cost 
of removing same. The customer shall install, own and maintain the portion of 
the service line from the shut-off to the customer’s premises. Such installations 
shall be in accordance with the District’s Construction specifications, which are 
listed in Appendix “B” to the Terms and Conditions of the Warner Village Fire 
District. The customer shall pay all of the costs of the entire installation, including 
all labor and materials. 


Paragraph 4. Installation and Maintenance of Sewer pipe. 

Replace this section with the following: 

A. A hook-up fee of $800.00 (Eight Hundred Dollars) will be charged all new 
customers located within the District boundries and tying into the District sewerage 
system. 


B. All sewer pipes from the main line to the customer’s permises shall be installed, 
owned and maintained by the customer. Such installations shall be in accordance 
with the District’s Construction Specifications, which are listed in Appendix “B” 
and Appendix “C” to the Terms and Conditions of the Warner Village Fire District. 


Paragraph 7. Maintenance of Plumbing: 

Delete the final sentence of this section and add the following: 

All cross-connections shall be governed by the District Cross-Connection Regula- 
tion, which is listed in Appendix “A” to the Terms and Conditions of the Warner 
Village Fire District. 


Paragraph 11. Charges for water and sewer services. 

Second paragraph beginning with: Each single family will read as follows: 
Each Single Family residence served by the Warner Village Fire District for Water 
and/or Sewage, which was or is outside the boundries of said District shall be 
assessed an annual fee for such privilege based upon property valuation, utiliz- 
ing formula as used to determine a Precinct Tax, as are those residents within 
the Precinct. Said fee shall be assessed against the owner of record as of April 
1st of the year and billed accordingly in his/her/their annual tax statement. 
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Paragraph 20. Meters. 

Add the following: 

Tampering with meters could (at the discretion of the Comissioners) result in a 
penalty of $100.00 (One Hundred Dollars). Tampering is meant, the breaking of 
the meter seal for the purpose of avoiding payment of water and sewage charges. 
If the meter seal, as installed by the Precinct Personnel, is removed accidently, 
it is the responsibility of the owner (Tenant) to notify Precinct personnel 
immediately. 


Paragraph 21. Liabiity for interrupted or unsatisfactory service. 

Add: 

If for any reason, beyond the control of the Commissioners, the Warner Village 
Fire District is unable to supply quality water to its users, they, the Warner Village 
Fire District and its Commissioners will not/shall not be held liable for same. 


13. To see if the Warner Village Fire District will vote to dissolve the Capital 
Reserve Fund of “Improvements to Water Supply and/or Studies of supply within 
the District; in the amount of $7,088.22 (plus interest) to: 


A. Establish a Capital Reserve Fund of $5,000.00 (Five Thousand Dollars) for pur- 
pose of Capital Expense Fund for Sewerage Treatment Plant Capital Equipment.” 


B. Take those remaining funds, $2,088.22 (plus interest), and return said funds 
to the General Funds of the Warner Village Fire District.

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WARNER VILLAGE FIRE DISTRICT 
COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Our 1988 year was a busy one with the following highlights: 

1. Storage tank constructed. 

. Purchased property for well. 
. New well developed. 
. Obtained Bond to upgrade sewer system. 
. Completed West Main sewer line. 
. Completed Church Street sewer line. 
. Re-financed treatment plant. 
8. Will cease running services in the winter. 

We now have our storage tank in place on Carroll State Forest via an easement 
from the State of N.H. Our planned 125,000 gallon tank had to be reduced to 
108,000 gallons due to limitation of funds. This tank is currently at approximate- 
ly half of its capacity due to the elevation of our tank and the elevation of the 
Reservoir. 

We were able to purchase 7.1 acres of land from Mrs. Haskell Royce, for locating 
our new precinct water source. We currently have a 24x39’ well in place, and 
with the minimum capability of 225 gallons per minute or 324,000 gallons, per 
day. Tests performed by the State of New Hampshire confirm good quality water 
from this well. 

We will apply in January for a Grant to enable us to tie into the well with the 
appropriate pump house, with applicable controls, pump and associated water 
line. It is our desire to have this system on line by the fall of ’89. Wish us luck! 

Via our sewer bond of $75,000 we were able to replace the 900’ of 4” line on 
West Main Street with 8” line, complete upgrading of Church Steet and repair 
of two sewage service connections. Late this fall, we were required to repair a 
problem area on Kearsarge Street. 

We, via our Grant, were able to install insulation on those water service lines 
that were Precinct responsibility and added ground cover to increase our water 
line depth. In view of the latter, there will be no discount for running of water 
this winter by our residents to prevent freezing, as has been our past practice. 
This will prove extremely beneficial once we are pumping water from our new 
well. Further, we wish to thank those residents that took it upon themselves to 
improve the integrity of their service lines. 

Our precinct personnel have installed insulation on our water main, at School 
Street Bridge crossing. We will have to keep an eye on that project to ensure that 
we have adequately insulated same.

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REPORT OF THE WARNER RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The 1988 Town Meeting voted to request the Selectmen to appoint a commit- 
tee of Warner residents to investigate the opportunities of recycling solid waste 
and report back to the 1989 Town Meeting with findings and recommendations. 


The Recycling Committee held regularly scheduled monthly meetings 
throughout the year. Members visited recycling and solid waste centers in several 
New Hampshire towns. They met with managers of recycling centers, NH 
Resource Recovery Association, the Warner Dump Committee, and the Hopkin- 
ton/Webster dump committee. They attended a recycling seminar, and reviewed 
numerous studies, reports, articles and stories concerning recycling. The Recyc- 
ling Committee maintained a liaison with the private nonprofit Trash and Recycling 
Action Committee (TRAC). The Committee met with the Selectmen and with the 
Town’s solid waste consultant. 


Committee Findings: 

1. The financial and operational benefits of recycling are well documented by 
studies and practical solutions. 

2. Recycling is common in towns throughout the state. 

3. Recycling is an income generator and a cost avoider for many New Hamp- 
shire towns. 

4. Recycling is already practiced in some ways by many, if not all, persons in 
Warner. 

5. Tipping fees for existing trash-to-energy plants are not stable. These fees 
can be avoided by the recycling alternative. 

6. Recycling is becoming a popular as well as political alternative to the use-it- 
and-buy-it method of trash disposal. 

7. Markets are available at this time and are still developing for many waste 
materials generated by Warner residents and businesses. Recycling of the basics, 
such as glass, newspapers and aluminum cans, has been common for years. 
Plastics can be chopped into pieces and sent to market. Corrugated cardboard 
can be baled and sold. Tires can be disposed of through a facility like the pro- 
posed Warner recycling and transfer center. 


Committee Recommendations for Town Action: 

1. Consider establishing a waste recycling program which will mandate the 
recycling of solid waste to the maximum extent feasible. 

2. Reduce the volume of trash it transfers to the regional trash incinerator to 
the minimum feasible amount. 

3. Establish a policy of waste disposal which requires all residents to recycle 
those waste materials which are provided for by ordinance and management. 

4. Extend the existence of the Recycling Committee through 1989 to assist in 
developing a recycling program and to report to the 1990 Town Meeting.
